There was a packed house for the presentation of the 
Royal Gold Medal to Dr. Walter Gropius. I don’t recall 
such an enthusiastic throng since the evening Corb was 
similarly honoured. 

Sir Howard Robertson and Sir Percy Thomas escorted 
Dr. Gropius, wearing his characteristic narrow bow tic. 
to the platform. 

The speakers who delivered the eulogies, Sir Herbert 
Read. Professors Holford and Pevsner. Mr. J. M. 
Richards. Dr. Leslie Martin and Mr. Maxwell Fry. 
created between them the atmosohere commensurate 
with the occasion, and together with the tumultuous 
applause and. of course. the Medal itself. 
Gropius of our deep admiration for the great integrity 
and discipline of his life and work. He has indeed lived 
out his dictum that “modern architecture is not a few 
branches of an old tree—it is a new growth coming right 
from the roots”. 

Doubtless you will have an opportunity of reading the 


assured 


speeches in full and Gropius’ dignified and modest reply 
in which he did well to remind the younger members 
present. and I should say they were the majority, of his 
early struggle for recognition. He also revealed that he 
was designing the American Embassy in Athens. Good 
for the U.S.. who also employed Saarinen in Grosvenor 
Square and. I believe. Edward D. Stone in Delhi on 
their Embassy buildings. 

The presence of Walter Gropius among us once again 
has generated a renewed enthusiasm and | hope he 
found time to re-visit Impington and also have a look 
at some of the things we have done since his pre-war 
partnership days with Max Fry. 

The small exhibition of photographs of the Master's 
work starts with the Fagus Factory (1911) and ends 
with the Overholt Thoracic Clinic, Boston (1955). 

As J. M. Richards said so well. there are many 


people of whom it can be said that he is a man of his 
time, but not so many of whom it can be said that his

Crawley New Town

In Parliament 


Prospect of St. Paul’s 
When Parliament reassembled after 


the Easter recess the model of Sir 
William Holford’s development plan 
for the St. Paul’s area was on exhibi- 
tion for members of both Houses to 
see. 

It produced an immediate and criti- 
cal reaction. A motion, sponsored by 
Sir Alfred Bosson, appeared on the 
House of Commons order paper the 
following day in these terms 

63. REDEVELOPMENT SCHEME AROUND 
St. Paut’s CATHEDRAL: That this 
House urges the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government to withhold 
his approval of any scheme for the 
redevelopment of the land around St. 
Paul’s Cathedral which would contrast 
undesirably with the Cathedral, de- 
tracting from its dignity, obliterating 
the view of the Cathedral from many 
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and cluttering the sur- 
rounding area with buildings of 
irregular outline; to forbid the 
addition of irrelevant structures, such 
as Temple Bar; but, instead, to take 
the utmost advantage of the present 
unique and unrepeatable opportunity 
to keep the space around the Cathe- 
dral open and free of unrelated build- 
ings, such as those marked (a), (>), (j), 
and (/) on the plans now on view in 
the House, and also the Choir School 
at the east end of the Cathedral, so 
preserving for future generations the 
finest gem of England's greatest archi- 
tect in an appropriate setting. 

It was supported by more than 40 
members in its first appearance, and 
by the end of the week the number 
was approaching 70.

National Library Project 


The project for building a new 
library for the British “Museum in 
Bloomsbury was discussed on an 
adjournment motion in the House of 
Commons on April 10. Mrs. Lena 
Jeger complained of the uncertainty 
of tenants in the area affected, and 
also of the general nature of the plan 
It is proposed to take 74 acres 
bounded by Bloomsbury Street, 
Bloomsbury Square, Bloomsbury 
Way, the north side of New Oxford 
Street, and Great Russell Street 

There are on the site 126 commer- 
cial buildings in full use, 13 buildings 
scheduled as a historic or architectural 
interest, 184 flats, two hotels and a 
hostel. The occupiers, Mrs. Jeger 
claimed, should be assured about their 
future. She was critical of the idea 
that all the books that the British 
Museum must keep should be stored 
in central London, and said that fur- 
ther study could produce a more 
economical and more imaginative 
plan. The present plan was Victorian 
in conception and belonged to the 
age or sprawl when labour and space 
were cheap and expendable. 

Mr. J. R. Bevins, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works, 
told her that it was intended that the 
scheme should be carried out over a 
considerable period. The designated 
site must be acquired before 1965, and 
that would be done. That did not 
mean that the whole area would be 
developed within that period, or even 
within 20 years. Land not needed in 
the near future, perhaps within 10 
years—and that would be the bulk of 
it—would be handed back and the 
occupiers on tenancies of appropriate 
duration according to the period when 
it was envisaged that it would be 
developed. The first stage of develop- 
ment, the area west of Coptic Street. 
would not take place before about 
10 years from now. They did not 
expect the second stage to start for 
at least 20 years, and it was likely to 
be later than that. The rehousing of 
the people dispossessed was noi a 
difficulty likely to arise in an acute 
form within the next 10 or 15 years. 
To preserve the character of the area 
it was desirable to make some provi- 
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sion in the frontages of the area as 
redeveloped for bookshops, and per- 
haps other shops. 

This question was very much in 
mind, but it was too early yet to say 
how much could be done in this way. 
The Minister and the British Museum 
Trustees were acting in complete har- 
mony. It was essential that the Library 
should be housed inside the Museum 
or in an area close to it. The possi- 
bility of putting some of the less 
important documents outside London 
had been considered, but was not a 
feasible proposition. 


St. James’s Park Bridge 


The anonymous bequest of £20,000 
for a new bridge over the lake in St. 
James’s Park has been accepted. The 
Minister of Works announced on 
April 10 that the response to the 
statement he made a month earlier 
had been clearly favourable. 

At that time Mr. Buchan-Hepburn 
said that informal soundings he had 
taken had shown that opinion was in 
favour of a new bridge, for which the 
Chief Architect of the Ministry had 
prepared a design. The Royal Fine 
Arts Commission thought the existing 
bridge should be retained in spite of 
the need for essential repairs and the 
cost of maintenance

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HE winning design in the competition for a new 

Embassy conducted by the Foreign Building Opera- 
tions of the U.S. State Department, was won by Eero 
Saarinen and Associates of Bloomfield Hills, Michigan. 
The competition was a limited one with Robert W. 
McLaughlan of Princeton, New Jersey, appointed to pre 
pare it. Architects invited to compete were: Anderson and 
Beckwith, Ernest J. Kump, Eero Saarinen, José Luis Sert, 
Hugh Stubins, William W. Wurster and Minoru 
Yamasaki. The jury consisted of Pietro Belluschi, F.A.1.A.., 
George Bain Cummings, F.A.I.A., Loy W. Henderson, 
Deputy Under Secretary of State: William P. Hughes, 
Director of Foreign Buildings: Livingston T. Merchant, 
Assistant Secretary of State; Henry R. Shepley, F.A.LA. 
and Ralph T. Walker, F.A.LA. 

All drawings submitted were unsigned and final selec- 
tion was by secret ballot. A fee of 4,000 dollars was paid 
to each of the competitors who were obliged to visit the 
site. 

The U.S. Congress have approved the sum of 3 million 
dollars for the building and both English and American 
contractors will be invited to tender. Construction should 
start in January 1957. 


Competition Conditions 

The competition conditions contained a statement of 
policy drawn up by the State Department to influence the 
competitors in their design and in order that the result 
should be a building that “would represent the best of 
progressive architectural thought in America today.” 

The policy was to provide adequate facilities as required: 
in an architectural style and in a form which was to be 
distinguished and which would reflect credit on the United 
States; at the same time goodwill was to be created by 
intelligent appreciation, recognition and use of the archi- 
tecture appropriate to the site and to the Country. Major 
emphasis was to be placed on the creation of goodwill 
in the country by the design of the buildings, rather than 
adherence to any particular architectural style. Design 
was to follow established good practice and use was to be

made of construction techniques, materials, and equip- 
ment of proven merit and reliability. The building will 
occupy and will visually establish one side of the Square. 
Its visual relationship to the other three sides as well as to 
the surrounding area of London was considered to be of 
the utmost importance. The programme called for a mini- 
mum of detailed planning of internal spaces, so as to 
permit maximum study of the form and character of the 
American Embassy in London. 


Design Conditions 

The building is fundamentally an office block with a 
maximum of 150,000 ft sq floor space divisible into three 
areas, each with a separate entrance. The central area 
was designed to be not more than 121,500 ft sq and includes 
an entrance hall (1,000 ft sq) offices for the Ambassador 
and staff (1,675 sq ft) for the Deputy Chief of Mission (800 
ft sq) for the Political Councillor (2,000 sq ft) and a 600 
ft sq conference room. The Ambassador's office was 
planned with direct entry or entry through private corri- 
dors, from all the above offices. This suite is on the second 
floor. 

The second area is devoted to consular and visas 
activities and is 15,000 ft sq. The United States Information 
Service occupies the third area of 13,500 ft sq. 

In the basement of storage, services and a cafeteria. A 
sub-basement provides parking for 25 cars. The building 
will not be air conditioned. 


External Treatment 

The building which is 330ft long, 230ft deep and 7Ift 
high, is to be clad mainly in Portland Stone. On the 
ground floor will be a low surrounding wall with hedges.

The main feature of Mr. Saarinen’s facade is a giant 
stone grille. The perforations, or windows, of _ this 
structural grille carry through the same rhythm of window 
spacing as the surrounding buildings and give a richness 
to the facade. The Portland stone facing has also been 
used to take advantage of the dramatic black-and-white 
weathering which characterises London. 

First floor windows are screened by a small-scale natural 
bronze protective grill. Above the windows is a frieze of 
black oxidized bronze squares which will bear in low relief, 
the U.S. State Seals.

HESE buildings were scheduled for construction in 

the 1952/53 major building programme of the 
Minister of Education and comprise a two form entry, 
mixed, county secondary school for 300 pupils. The 
original estimate was £95,040 for 360 places, but the 
final cost after additional facilities for youth leader and 
general youth activities, was £98,317. 

[he site which lies between the Bewdley-Stourport 
road and the River Severn gives fines views west, south 
and over and down to the river. To north and east, 
housing development of typical unimaginative character 
in urban development has spoiled the view and this is 
one of the main reasons for siting the buildings near the 
river, in the south-west corner. The buildings are posi- 
tioned above the high water level of the Severn as the 
river is liable to flood. The decision to use one corner 
of the ground only for the school buildings has made 
it easier to develop large areas of the site to north and 
east as playing fields. 


Design 

The buildings run roughly north-south and are gen- 
erally two storied. On the east boundary is a caretaker’s 
cottage that is close to, and controls, the main entrance 
to the school from the Bewdley-Stourport road. Running 
along the south end of the site is a small tributary 
stream of the Severn and the sloping land between it 
and the buildings is used by the pupils of the school 
for gardening. Apart from the area east of the buildings,

which is a paved playground, the rest of the site has 
been planted as grass and lawns for play fields or 
recreation. 

Fitting in well with the natural charm of the land- 
scape the building plan has been allowed a certain open 
accent of design but such extended planning does not

All teaching rooms and staff rooms have predominant 
south or west lighting and are concentrated in the 
interconnected two floor wings at right angles to the 
river. Joined to these wings by stair halls is a lava- 
tory and cloakroom and circulating block running 
N.W. and S.E. which occupies the whole of the ground 
floor. All these lower units have their own access 
from the playground. Over them, on the first floor, 
is the library and art room. These two rooms are 
central to either staff or classrooms and are accessible 
by staircase at either end to and from the ground 
floor, or by landings to the first floor classrooms. 

Between the gymnasium and the hall are changing 
rooms which can be used by both, and which run 
through two levels. 

There was a limiting monetary factor of £240 per 
child place; and to conform to this figure it was impos- 
sible to include in the design a separate dining space. 
Accordingly the main assembly hall is also used as a 
dining room and so in the plan it is connected direct to 
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Wribbenhall School 


a one storied kitchen lying alongside its east wall. The 
kitchen has east light and as it faces the front 
entrance to the school, a curved wing wall of facings 
pierced by a chequered pattern of headers set wide 
apart, provides a screen. 


The north end of the screen wall curves towards a 
40ft high chimney from the boiler house which is a 
prominent feature of the low building line. On top of 
the double flue chimney is a concrete water tank clad 
with vertical boarding on wood battens. 


Governing the positioning of the handicrafts or work- 
shop room was the necessity for road access to stores 
so this room is on the east. nearest the road. Outside 
space is provided for working on a motor vehicle. 
Under the handicraft room is the boiler house and 
fuel store having again access to the yard enclosed 
by the screen wall. These rooms are only partly 
basement, so have natural ventilation and lighting.

Aluminium 
and Lead 


HE trade organizations concerned 

with both of these building mat- 
erials have each issued new informa- 
tion booklets to take account of 
revisions of the British Standards 
which form the basis of the specifica- 
tion of these materials. 

The Aluminium Development 
Association’s book is a 200-page pub- 
lication entitled “The properties of 
aluminium and its alloys” (price 
7s 6d) which is an extremely useful 
and well prepared publication. It is 
the same size as a B.S. publication and 
thus conforms to the recommendation 
of B.S.1311 for sizes of trade and 
technical literature 

The book issued by the Lead Sheet 
& Pipe Council, which is again very 
pleasantly presented, is entitled “Con- 
cise information on lead pipe and 
sheet” (issued free) requiring only 24 
pages as the range of products in this 
sphere is very much smaller in com- 
parison with the very large range of 
aluminium and aluminium alloy pro- 
ducts. The regrettable feature of the 
lead booklet is that it is not of a B.S. 
size consequently it appears likely to 
be lost among other filed publications 
or even to be destined for the waste- 
paper basket if all those who say 
they will only file for reference litera- 
ture of uniform size do whai they 
threatened to do. 

It seems likely that most of us who 
specify and buy lead pipes do not 
fully realise that most of those that 
we buy are in fact- made to comply 
with one or other of the several B.S. 
whether or not we order them in com- 
pliance. The B.S.I. has published its 
revisions of B.S.602 “Lead pipes for 
other than chemical purposes” and 
B.S.1085 “Lead pipes (silver-copper- 
lead alloy)” in one volume which no 
doubt will be of convenience to users 
It should be noted incidentally that 
B.S.603 “Lead pipes B.N.F. ternary 
alloy (No. 2)” has not been included 
in this revision and it is understood 
that the manufacture of this type of 
material has been discontinued with a 
consequent complete withdrawal of 
the B.S. 

The effects of the revisions of the 
lead pipe standards are of consider- 
able importance as the revision takes 
account of the improvements in the 
uniformity of lead pipes and lays 
down more closely controlled speci- 
fications and testing clauses. On 
account of the quality changes the 
revisions include reductions in the 
permissible weights of pipes for var- 
ious uses, in particular for under- 
ground water services where it is now 
permitted to use lead alloy pipes to

B.S.1085 in lighter weights, while the 
medium weights for pipes to either of 
the B.S. have, in many been 
reduced when the pipes are used for 
water services fixed or laid above 
ground. The standards give separate 
tables of medium weights for hot and 
cold water distribution pipes in both 
standards. The minimum weights of 
pipes for use for higher water pres- 
sures have in most cases been reduced 
and provision is made fer a range of 
pipes suitable for lower water pres- 
sures. The minimum weights for soil 
and waste pipes have been reduced for 
all sizes. 

It should be noted that building and 
water supply byelaws usually stipulate 
that pipe materials shall comply with 
the requirements of British Standards 
and the present byelaws may refer to 
B.S.6025:1939 or 1949 and to 
B.S.1085 : 1946. It is understood to be 
usual for the various authorities to 
accept the current British Standards 
pending revision of their byelaws, but, 
since reductions are involved, it may 
be as well for users to make enquiries 
to ascertain that this is the position in 
any particular area. It is most 
tainly to be hoped that the authorities 
will accept willingly and immediately 
these revised British Standards as they 
are based on improvements to the 
quality of the material and it would 
be most uneconomic if the produc 
tion of two qualities was forced to 
continue merely because byelaws can- 
not be quickly amended to take 
account of current production and 
knowledge

The booklet draws attention also to 
B.S.334: 1934 which is the specifica 
tion for chemical lead. The primary 
use of this type of lead is for the 
fabrication of chemical plant but 
there are also special applications in 
building such as for plumbing for 
laboratories and for the formation of 
acid-resisting sinks. A mention is also 
made in the booklet of rectangular 
pipes, which available in four 
sizes and in substance equal to either 
7 or 8 Ibs/sq ft sheet lead, but this 
shape does not appear to be covered 
in either of the B.Ss, presumably as 
the demand for lead pipe of this shape 
is no doubt comparatively small 


B.S.1178, which applies to sheet 
lead and strip for building purposes 
and to which reference is made in the 
booklet, remains unaltered.

The A.D.A. document is a revision 
of a former publication which is very 
greatly increased in size by the addi- 
tion of much more and extremely 
useful information. The need for the 
revised publication is to take account 
of the 1955 revisions of the British 
Standards for aluminium and alumin- 
ium alloys for general engineering 
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purposes, which are now covered in 
B.S.1470/77 and 1490; it also includes 
data for alloys as specified for aircraft 
use in some 34 British aircraft stand- 
ards and a wide range of Ministry of 
Supply D.T.D. Specifications. The 
arrangement of the material is such 
that all information concerning a 
particular form of the various mat- 
erials, such as those for castings, sheet 
and wire, is in one place and also any 
material can be found by its allocated 
number whether it be B.S. or D.T.D. 


The book opens with a complete 
index of British Standards and aircraft 
specifications, followed by a _ brief 
classification of the main groups of 
aluminium materials. Tabulated data 
begin with the physical properties 
together with weight calculations and 
factors, then follows 118 pages of 
tables which are notes on mechanical 
requirements, the test methods 
which define tensile properties, such 
and elongation and 
include typical hardness values.
